foundation in fact; but last night we res 
ceived French Papers one day later in 
date, which give reason to apprehend that 
tbe enemy has obtained considerable ads 
vantages, Some deduction may, how.

£t is with much regret we have to mention the 
circumstances which occurred on Monday 
night in this town, in consequence of the te. 
vival of that hateful spirit of party which has 
so long divided this country. We bad hoped, 
that as the Legislature had given their opinion 
in such « decided manner against the tegality of 
Qrange Societies, there would have been pru- 
dence, and even patriotism, in abstaining from 
zhe usual processionson' the 12th of July,

<6 The miners continued their exertions ta 
felieve the sufferers with increased activity s 
and yesterday moraing, at four o’clock, hava 
ing nearly driven through to the stall in which 
they were, one of them was heard to call out, 
€ work more to the left,” and, astonishing 
to relate, by one o'clock at noon, eight of 
the meu, and the boy, were found alive} 
John Keeling, whose body has not yet been 
found, was tho only oue missing ; and it was 
supposed the sand fell upon and instantly 
buried him.—Whoea it became generally 
known that the men were liviag, maay hun. 
dreds of persons assembled ín the vicinity of 
the work, and at half-past four in the after. 
noon the first man was brought up che shaft 
of the pit, aad when three of the others weze 
brought up, they were conveyed in a coach, 
accompanied by two medical men, to their 
respective homes; the others were also after. 
wards brought out, and counveyed home in a 
similar manner; and thus, after. a dreadful 
confinement of nearly seven days, without 
light, without the smaltest morsel of food, 
shut up in the bewels of the earth, with only 
the droppiugsof water which fell from tha 
roofings of the cavity in which they were 
conüned, and which they caught in an iron 
pot, accidentally left in the pit‚—were these 
nine human beings providentially preserved 
from a premature grave {
